Bonnteons naturo certainly intcudofl 
Porto Rico to bo well provided with 
every tropical product of tho vcgotablo 
kingdom if we iimy judge by tho vario- 
ties of Hbrub and tree found thero. It 
will bo hardly possi bio to enumerato 
all, sinco tbcru aro doubtloss niaiiy spo- 
ci©8, tho peculiar virtues of which aro 
BB yet nndiscoverod. In tho first placo, 
oar pharniacopcrias are deeply indebted 
to tho tropics for many of their Ktaplos, 
ench ns guaiacuni, ipecacnanha, aloes, 
rhubarb, etc., all of which grow in 


toe«^ while tlie theltérlng 
_ 


themselvefl will yield a orop of fralt the 
eeooiiid year, bat ihoald oot be Allowed 
to remain after the foarth jear. 


A cultivation which has received 
comparatively little attentim in this 
idand Í8 that of the cacao, tho tree pro­ 
ducing the chocolate beao, but condi­ 
tions hero are niosf: favorable for its pei- 
feet growth, and, like cofice, it flour­ 
ishes in tho hills and moist valleys. 
For every pound of chocolate used in 
thn United States wo havo to send 
abroiid. Tliat its manufacture, if not 
its cultivation, is prolitablo, we have 
but toread tho advertisements of various 
dealers to asci'rtain. French and Dutch, 
as well as American packers of choco­ 
late, havo n»ado fortunes, luid tho de- 
nuuid for it constantly increases. It is 
indigenous lo tiio American tropics, as 
its name, derived from tho Aztoo 
“ choiiolatl,” indloatos. 


Tho cacao attains a height of 20 or 
80 feet, comes to nuiturity at about tho 
same ago as cotTeo and yiolds abun­ 
dantly. It may bo grown on rocky hill­ 
sides, wliero nothing else excepting 
coffee perhaps could get a foothold, and 
delights in tho warm, moist vr.lleys of 
tho coast region. At least one island in

Porto Rico. Then there are trees and 
shrubs valuable for their gums, as tho 
*‘maininy, ” copal and tho groat trees of 
the high forests, tho exudations from 
which are used us incense. 


Plants, tho bark, wontl or fruits of 
which are used in dyeing and tanning 
are tho mulberry, wild ginger, anatto, 
indigo, myrrh, inangrovo and dividivi 
or caesalpiniu. All theso grow practi- j and 
cally in a w'ild state, as also clo the 
castor bean, cotton and rice. 


The forests contain trees which have 
been sought for centuries as precious dye 
and cabinet woods, chief among which 
«re tho logwood and mahogany, the 
former growing in tho littoral forests, 
particularly in the islet of Vieques and 
the latter on tho hills. To these must 
be added tho fragrant cedar, suoh as tho 
Cuban cigar boxes uro made from, tho 
laurel, w’alnut, oak, locust and many 
others. Tho mahogany of Cuba, Santo 
Domingo and Porto Rico is held in 
higher esteem than that from Honduras, 
and logs have been shipped in times 
past worth |5,000 each landed in Lon­ 
don. 


We send abroad annually $2,000,000 
each for indigo and cabinet wood.s, 
which this island can sup[)ly for many 
years to come, basing future ostinuites 
npon W’hut it has produced in thi* past 
For raw silk the chief of our govern> 
nient bureau of statistics, Mr. Austin, 
says wo send away ^25,000,000 an­ 
nually. In tho sheltered valleys of Por­ 
to Rico*e mountains tho mulberry iinds 
a congenial home, and tho silkworm 
iikewiso. 


But these are merely “ byproducts.” 


The real staples of tho island iiuvo not 
as yet been touched upon. Theso are to­ 
bacco, sugar, coffee, of which the island 
produces, roughly estimateil, 7,000,- 
000 pounds of the first. 70,000 tons ot 
the second and 17,000 tons of tho third. 
According to the Spanish Estadística 
General del Comercio Exterior,*’ pub* 
lished in 1807, Porto Rico exported 
1646.660 in tobacco, |8 ,747,891 in sugar 
and $8,789,788 in coffee. So it would 
leom that coffee is the great staple. 
Peculiar conditions of soil, climate and 
altitude are necessary to the production 
' of perfect coffee, and these are not 
foond in combination everywhere, even 
in tbe tropics. According to our bureau 
of statistics, in 1890 we imported 580,- 
608,000 pounds of coffee, of which near­ 
ly 4,000,000 pounds came from Brazil, 
60,000,000 from Venezuela, »8,000,000 
from Central America, 24,000,000 from 
Mexico, about 19,000,000 each from 
Colombia and tho West Indies and 82,- 
000,000 from “ all other countries.” 
Arabia, the ancient homo of the aro­ 
matic berry, is not mentioned, and but 
a small quantity camo from Sumatra 
and none from Java. 


The coffee of Porto Rico ranks with 
tho best, and, though this may K(>em a 
reflection upon our tastes, that is the 
reason it goes abroad and is not com 
mon in our marts. Tho lincst colVee 
plantations, and tlu'ro aru moro than 
1,200 ill all in Forto Kico, aro in the 
interior and the southern and wesunn 
portions cif tbe island, located, as a 
rule, above au altitude of (iOO feet, 
where tlje ht'at ot the lowlands is nor 
felt, whero tree ferns and bambotjs wave 
their luxuriant fronds, where slreani-i 
flow through tree shadwl valleys and 
where tbe diseases of tho littoral región 
rarely penetrate. 


The coffee tree is a tender plant,requir­ 
ing ut ilrst shade and protection from 
the winds, and these are uft’orded by 
planting rows of bananas and plantains 
for the flrst and windbreaks of large 
trees for tho second. Coffee will begin 
to bear in about three years and con^ 
tinne to increase its yield for a dozen 
years thereafter, lasting perhaps a gen* 
eratioii. Planted at a distance of 30 or

tho We.st Indies, that of Grenada, has 
been raised from poverty to compara 
tivo ailluence by tho abandonment of 
sugar as an exclusive cultivation and 
the substitution of cacao. 


The same locations are also favorable 
to the growth of all tho native spices, 
as well as those long since introduced, 
such as cinnamon, nutmeg and pimento. 
Vanilla will grow’ in the damp forests, 
ginger, citron and arrowroot may 
be cultivated profltably. The last named 
ha^ mado the fortune of many a farmer 
in Bi rmuf'a juul St. Vincent, and there 
is no reason why it will not do as well 
in this island. Like the native cassava, 
from which flour and cassareep are oh 
tained, the arrowroot grows best in the 
fertile soil of the many steep acclivities. 


It is estimated that our imports of 
fruits and nuts, “ nearly all of them of 
tropical growth anti many of them from 
the.so very i.slands,” amount to $17,- 
000,000 per year; of flbers (jute, sisal 
lieni]!, etc.), abont |12,000,000, and of 
caca«», iJJ{.000,000. Tho fibers can be 
produced in suoh barren spots as tho 
Bahamas and Yucatan, where the soil 
is too poor lor anything else, and it is 
doubtful if they could be made a profit­ 
able cultivation in this island. 
But 
rice, of which wo import to the amount 
uf .$2,000,000 annually, grows \vell, 
though nuist of it is of the so called 
“ mountain variety“ and is consumed 
here. 


Two of the great staples, sugar and 
tobacco, should not 
bo overlooked, 
though it is believed that lands suita­ 
ble for their cultivation havo been 
mainly occupied. Sugar is at its best in 
tho coastal lowlands. It was introduced 
early in the sixteenth century, probably 
from tho Canaries, and has found here 
as congenial a home as in Cuba, and 
tho methods of cultivotion and manu­ 
facture are the same. There are more 
“ trapiches do buoy“—ox or bullock 
mills—run by natives of small means 
than there are vast “ haciendas** and 
**ingenios,** as in Cuba. 


There is. of course, no region like the 
famed Vuelta Aba jo of Cuba for the 
raising of high grade tobacco, but the 
“ weed" of Porto Rico is said to press 
it close in quality. The pecnliar soil of 
tho Abajo is found hero in many rich 
valleys, such as Palmas, Cagnas and 
Cidru, and the climatio conditions are 
similar and favorabla As most of the 
tobacco raised on tbe 300 “ eetancios** 
goes to Cuba, there is more than a sus­ 
picion that Porto Rico’s product may 
bo fouml incorporated in not a fow of 
those “ genuiuu havanas” for which the 
gilded youth of our country pay fabu­ 
lous jirices. 


To recapitulate the chief products of 
Porto Rico and their zones of cultiva­ 
tion : Along tho coast are tho cocoa pahn, 
l)ineapple, banana, nearly all tropical 
fruits and vegetables. The palm will 
bear in six or seven years from plant­ 
ing, and continue at least 00. 


The sugar cane, like the banana, 
flourisiies in this zone as far up as a 
thousand meters above sea level. LJnder 
favorable conditiuns it matures in from 
11 to 1-1 months, and reproduces itself 
during iive years thereafter. The cot ion 
ik)uri.slies within tho same belt, 
produces in from st*ven to nine njoiitlis, 
and endures fur three or lour years. 
Tho yueca is likewise in the coast belt, 
living ior years. 


Maize, found everywhere up to 8,000 
feet above the sea, ripens in fronj three 
to flve mouths and nmst be planted an­ 
nually. 


Tobacco, which flourishes within the 
same area, also requires annual plant­ 
ing and matures in from four to six 
months. 


Coffee and caeao flourish anywhere 
above 600 feet. The latter is best at 
1,000 or 1,600. It requires three or four 
years for firit fmits, and endures for 
40 jeari, or theaverage length of n a u ’t

ter of Havana have been unoccupied for 
years, except perhaps for occasional 
rare visits made to them in winter. 
Though the insurgents generally did 
not discriminate, and doomed to destruc­ 
tion any plantations wJiich did not se­ 
cure imnmnity by paying for it, they 
were less disposed to lenity in cases 
where such were owned by absentee 
proprietors. Numbers of the sugar and 
other plantations owned by them were 
destroyed and those of other parties 
wei*^ compelled to pay a tax to save 
them from destruction. In some in­ 
stances Spanish troops were stationed 
at plantations to save them from the 
rebels, and occasionally they w’ere de­ 
stroyed by the Spanish then).‘?elves when 
their protection was impossible so as to 
prevent them from becoming sources of 
revenue to the in.eurgents. Profitable 
cultivation of plantationa under thi so 
circumstances wjis out of the question, 
and the consequence was that many— 
I in fact, the nugority—of them have not 
been worked for suvcral years past. 


The disastrous etfectthat this state of 
nlTairs has had upon the sugar industry 
of the island will become apparent from 
a comparison of the production of the 
connnodity during the last tliree years 
of which wo have reliable statistics. 
The (|uantity of sugar manufactured in 
Cuba in 1804 aggregated l.OrjO.uOO 
tons, in 189.5 1,004,2(51 tons, and in 
1891» the total product only ann)unted 
to 225,221 tons. The figures for 1S‘)? 
would probably show a dt'clino below 
even the small output of tl»e year pre­ 
ceding. Tho value of the sugar crop of 
the island in a prosperous year before 
tne in.surrection has reached the enor­ 
mous sum of $<)S,000,000. The total 
value of the iuiports from Cuba to the 
United States was in IHUH .$T8,70(5,50(5, 
and in 1897 but $18,40<),sirj. The sugar 
exported to this country tVcm the island 
in 180:5 was worth JiOO,(>.‘n,(5ol. Since 
then it has suftered a steady decline. 


During tho last 50 years many Ameri­ 
cans established tliemselvis in Cuba as 
planters, merchants and shopkeepers. 
They came from all parts of the Union, 
and, though friendly with the Cubans, 
they associated but rarely with the 
Spaniards, by whom they were suspect­ 
ed and disliked. The principal Ameri­ 
can settlements are at Cardenas, known

Men cvkt the oane with ftmall hatoheta 
—or the ftoions machete, the Oabnn 
insorgent's favorite weapon—and nsual- 
ly women gather it together and tie it 
into bundles, while other negroes peel 
off the leaves, whioh are good for fod­ 
der, and hoist the oane on high wheeletl 
carts, each drawn by four oxen witli 
enormously long horns. The carts take 
the cane to the mills, where tho sap is 
pressed out by huge wheels worked by 
steam or electricity. While sugar mak­ 
ing is going on the engine never ceases 
its evolutions night or day, and at this 
season tho negroes have been known to 
work 20 hours at a stretch. 


As soon as tho juice is expressed it 
must be boiled, as it would otherwise 
beconje acid in a very short time. After 
it is boiled and clariliud it is filtered 
through vats filled with boneblaek and 
changed evt'ry six or eight hours. The 
punctuality and skill with which the 
bone is changed determine the quality 
of tho sugar. This process, apparently 
simple as it is, is one of the chief ex­ 
penses of sugar nudcing, as it is also 
one of its greatest arts. After being 
clarified tlie sugar undergoes various 
mechanical processes, until it is fintilly 
converted into moist sugtir. When duly 
prepared for exportation, it is packed 
in wooden cases, which are sealed up 
and strapped with slips of rawhido and 
is then ready for the market. 


When the sugar industry in tho Brit­ 
ish West Indies was practically destroy­ 
ed by the liberation of the slaves, vast 
sums of money weri> invested in Cuban 
sugar estates. Extensive tracts of land 
wi'ie marked out tor the planting of tho 
cane, which could bo cut year after 
year without replanting, as was required 
in Louisiana. Enormous fortunes were 
made from these sugar plantations, and 
on numy of them tlu) planters lived in 
elegant residences in tho greatest lux­ 
ury. 
Many of these estates were flour­ 
ishing in Havana, Matanzas and Santa 
Clara provinces at the beginning of tho 
last insurrectiim, but during the upris­ 
ing of 18GiS-7l) many of those in the ex­ 
treme east of the last named province 
were destroyed. In tho valley of San 
Luis there were 40 of these estates, sup­ 
plying a lucrative connnercc with the 
city of Trinidad and the port of Casilda, 
the harbor of which was then alive 
with American ships. Although after 
centuries of cultivation there is no ap­ 
parent diminution in the fertility of 
this valley, there are only tv.’o of these 
estates now devoted to the cultivation 
of sugar, and they wore only kept fronj 
destruction at tho hands of the insur­ 
gents by tho presence of Spanish troops. 
Many of the plantations in other por­ 
tions of the provinces mentioned had 
also to bo protected, and some w’ore de­ 
stroyed. 


Director Smith of tho bureau of Ameri 
can republics, in a survey of tho com 
mercial relations of countries on this 
contine:it, has this to say regarding thi 
commercial relations of Cuba and the 
United S t a t e s U n d e r nonnal condi­ 
tions Cuba is almost entirely dependent 
upon the United States for a nuirket for 
hi‘r products, and with proper reciproc­ 
ity arrangements its sale of manufac­ 
tured goods there would be greatly in­ 
creased. 
American capital already in­ 
vested in Cuba aggregates a vast sum, 
and with tho restoration of pQ,ace and 
order to the island tho development of 
tho interests of tho United States there 
to great proportions would be but a 
question of time."

CUTTING SUGAR CANE WITH MACHETES. 
Many of tho best sugar plantations iu 
Cuba can show $1,000,000 invested in 
machinery and iron buildings, and a 
few can claim $1,500,000 so invested. 
Most of the important “ central” fac­ 
tories represent about $.5,000,000 invest­ 
ment. These “ centrals” turn out from 
500 to fiOO bags of sugar per day of 120 
days’ w orking time at tho low price of 
$0 a bag, or a value on tho crop of from 
1300,000 to |4.‘}0,000. 


Most sugar houses have a switch 
from tho main lino of railroad into the 
building, so that the handling of sugar 
can be facilitated. This is now' neces­ 
sary, asjmany of the plantations in peace 
time handle 100 tons of sugar a day. 
There are, or were recently, in tho 
three principal districts of Cuba H07 
factories for the manufacture of suiiJir. 
Of this numbor there were in the west 
district 188, in tho center 140 and in 
tho east district 
factories. The.so fac­ 
tories produced a crop a few yeais ago 
of 1,000,000 tons per year. 
A luinibpr 
of years back a 1,500 ton plant was con­ 
sidered a large ono, but for some time 
before the commencement of tUo in.sur* 
rection the small plants stopped grind­ 
ing and sold the cane to tho large fac­ 
tories, 


In some jurisdictions in Cuba there 
is a contention between various planters 
regarding the utility of the apparatus 
ou their plautations, accordiug as it 
may be Earopean or American, but al* 
most invariably the cost of producing a 
ton of tngar by American built ma* 
obinerf if leM tban by any others.
